GEORGE DEWALD 


General John A. Logan is Laid Tempo 
rarily to Best With Imposing 
Pageant and Ceremony. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 31.-The sleet storm 
which thickly enameled the pavements 
gave place tnis morning to a heavy fog 
amounting almost to a rainfall. 
Two 
inches of thawing snow and ice which 
covered the ground made marching and 
all outside exercise a thing to be dread- 
ed. However, great crowds made their 
way from early morning toward thecap- 
itol to view the remains of the dead 
statesman, and the time of lying in state 
was too short to give opportunity for 
all to pass. 


At 11 o'clock the doors closed to the 
general public, and while two ranks of 
Grand Army men filed on either »ide of 
the bier, the undertaker screwed down 
the lid of the casket. A belated delega- 
tion of friends from Chicago arrived a 
few minutes later and the casket was re- 
opened to enable them to take a last 
look at the body. 
At 12:10 the pall 
bearers took their places and conveyed 
the casket to the senate chamber. 


The hall ot the senate was tastefully 
though not elaborately draped. 
The 
clerk's desk was almost hidden in a back 
of floral emblems, flanked on right and 
left respectively by a huge ancbor of 
white and an immense representation oi 
the badge of the Fifteenth army corps. 


The senators came in singly or in 
pairs and took the seats assigned tbem 
on the left of the presiding officer's 
desk, leaving three front rows vacant. 
At a quarter before 12 o'clock, clad in 
their 
silken 
robes 
of 
office, 
entered, without formal announcement, 
Chief 
Justice Waite and 
Associate 
Justices 
Bradley, 
Gray, 
McDonald 
and Mathews, together with the officers 
of the supreme court, took the seats 
assigned tbem, to the right of the pre- 
siding officer's desk. 
Behind them 
came the members of the house of rep- 
resentatives, headiid by the officers of 
that body. 
They were conducted to 
their seats in the rear of the chamber. 
Members of the diplomatic corps, many 
of whom came in dress uniforms, were 
ushered to seats upon the right, and be- 
hind them came the representatives of 
the administration, Secretaries Bayard, 
Endicott, Whitney and Attorney General 
Garland, who were placed in the front 
row upon the right. 
The chair assigned 
the president was left vacant. 
Galleries 
were thoroughly filled and nothing oc- 
curred to mar the proceedings. 


The seats reserved for the family of 
the president were occupied by Mrs. 
Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom, Mrs. Vilas, 
Mrs. Manning and Mrs. Lamont. 


At 12 a hush fell over the assemblage 
and as the procession of mourners en- 
tered the north door of the chamber 
every occupant of a seat upon the floor 
rose to his feet. Mrs. Logan, heavily 
veiled, was supported by her son, John 
A. Logan, jr. 
Major aud Mrs. Tucker 
and their son, Logan Tucker, Corneilus 
and James Y. Logan, brothers of the 
general; Miss Andrews, the affianced of 
John A. Logan, jr., and Mary Brady, a 
cherished friend of the family and for 
years a member of the househcld, com- 
posed the mourning procession. 
They 
were ushered to seats on the left front. 


Following the mourners came the fu- 
neral procession, headed by Bev. Dr. 
Newman, the officiating clergyman, Bev 
Dr. Butler, chaplain of the senate. Bish- 
op Andrews, of the M. E. church, and 
Bev. Dr. O. H. Tiffany, of Philadelphia, 
a former pastor of the Metropolitan 
church, of this city. The honorary pall- 
bearers were: Gen. Simon 
Cameron, 
Hon. Boscoe Conkling, Hon. Bobert 
Lincoln, Mr. C. H. Andrews, of Youngs- 
town, O.; Colonel Fred Grant, General 
Lucius Fairchild, Mr. M. L. Leggett, of 
Cleveland; Governor Jeremiah Kusk, of 
Wisconsin; General W. T. Sherman, 
General W, F. Vilas, General John C. 
Black and Dr. Charles McMillan, of the 
Loyal Legion. 


They wore sashes of black with shoul- 
der knots of black and white ribbons. 
They formed two lines as they cape 
within the bar between which passed 
the pall bearers and Grand Army men 
bearing the casket. 
The congressional 
committee wore wide sashes, while the 
honorary pall bearers and the commit- 
tee were conducted to seats on the left 
centre. Senator Sherman and Speaker 
Carlisle occupied chairs at the presi- 
dent's desk and the clergy were at the 
desk of the secretaries. 
The solemn 
services were begun by reading the 90th 
Psalm by Bishop Andrews. 
Dr. Butler 
read as the burial service a portion of 
the 15th Corinthians. 
A prayer was 
offered by Dr. Tiffany and a most elo- 
quent funeral [sermon was delivered 
by Dr. Newman. 


At the close of the funeral oration, the 
benediction was said, and then at the 
word of the occupant of the chair (Mr. 
Sherman) the funeral procession re- 
formed in the «wigned order «nd filed 
ontol the «euie diioilMr.

In the presence of a vast concourse of 
people outside, the casket, preceded by 
the pall-bearers, was borne slowly down 
the stairs of the eastern front. The Ma- 
rine band played "Nearer My God to 
Thee." Every head was uncovered as 
the casket was placed in the hearse, and 
the military came to a "present arms." 
Then the procession moved to the cem- 
etery.

Women of small incomes take com- 
fort in the fact that this is a "woolen soa- 
flon,** because their three winter dresses 
—good, better, and best—can be made 
of ineizpensiTe wool goods and yet be 
within the bounds of fashion. 
The 
E^ops are full of all-wool fabrics at the 
poipnlar prices of 50 or 75 cents yard, 
fbr these only very little is needed 
in the way of trimming. 
To know what 
to select for the one new dress and 
what to use for modernizing those 
partly worn is, however, most necessary 
and requires careful thought. 
If an 
entire new dress is to be bought, it is 
best to buy the whole dress of one 
fabric instead of a combination of two 
stuffs, leaving combinations for renew- 
ing last year's dresses. 
Thus, if it is 
the good and plain dress that is to 
serve for home wear and also for morn- 
ings in the street, one of the checked 
or striped wool fabrics is a good choice, 
and this should bo made with full 
drapery and a simple basque, with its 
only trimming some rows of braid or of 
stitching on the edges. 
But if such a 
dress is to be remade from parts of last 
year's dresses, it is best to put all the 
checked, j^laid, or striped goods in the 
skirt and its drapery, and buy new plain 
wool of a harmonious color for the 
basque. 
This basque should also be 
chosen with a view to other skirts in the 
wardrobe, and can then be as useful as 
a jersey waist. 
Dark soft colors are 
liked for these plain gowns in prefer- 
ence to the black woolens lately used, 
but now being gradually abandoned, 
for the house, because of their som- 
breness, and also because they are un- 
becoming to most women unless their 
dull surface is liglitened by jet or other 
gay trimming- 
Moreover, economical 
women now buy light and rich colored 
woolens, and enjoy them while they are 
new, knowing that wlien tlieir freshness 
is gone, and the cleaner cannot restore 
it, they can be dyed black and renew 
their usefulness, as most all-wool goods 
will take on a good sliade of black. 
The camel's hair and serges in firmly- 
woven but not heavy qualities, sold for 
60 or 75 cents a yard, make excellent 
for those who object to the 
hair stripes or to clieclis. 
Ten 
jiurds of these stuffs, forty-four inches 
wide, are sold for a dross, and perhaps 
half a yard of plush or velvet is added 
for a short revers or a i)ointed i)la9- 
tron, for collar and cuffs. 


!For the better dress, which is to be a 
walking and church suit, there are 
• heavier serges and light-Aveight cloths 
over fifty inches witle, that are now 
ixiade plainly without floimces or pleat- 
ings. 
Eight yards are enough for the 
dress and jacket, and a bias fold of 
velvet on the edges of the basque and 
coat, with a single revers on the lapped 
front, a collar, and cuffs complete the 
costume. 
The skirt should be made 
over an alpaca foundation skirt, with 
the material covering it plainly from 
th© knees down, and the overskirt, 
amply draped without trimming. 
The 
front may fall in a deep apron, and be 
ornamented on each side wiih a wide 
equare-cornered pocket on which are 
three large buttons and piock button- 
holes of cord, and to this may be added 
the velvet fold half an inch wide; the 
back of the overskirt falls over from 
the top in Arab folds, or the fullness is 
laid in pleats at the belt that are con- 
tinuous to the end, or else it is the still 
popular curved swinging back worn 
last season. 
The jacket may be single- 
breasted, or else lapped to be double on 
the upper part and slope in the middle 
at the waist line. 
Such jackets are 
still made quite short, and tailors say 
that increasing the length an eighth 
of a yard adds no warmth and detracts 
from style. 
The velvet fold is the 
stylish finish for camel's-hair and sergo 
jackets made to complete suits, but a 
separate jacket of heavier cloth has a 
braid binding, or else the braid is 
stitched on and appears as a cord finish. 
Such a suit of dark-green or blue or 
golden-brown wool should have a small 
felt bonnet pf the same shade, edged 
with felt balls, and brightened by a 
high bow of ribbon, or, if the wearer 
is very young, a round hat is worn in- 
stead. 


For the third, or best, dress, to be 
worn on gay occasions, wool also serves, 
and need not be costly, as any pretty 
-white, 
pale-blue, 
pearl,, sage-green, 
SMWlet, or light helioti'ope cashmere 
or cftmers-hair can be used; this also 
wiii cost .only 50 or 75 cents a yard, and 
has the farther advantage of being wear- 
Able all the year, serving in the summer 
for cool days at the mountains or sea- 
^l^e. 
A plush-striped petticoat of the 
Mune color need not add much to the 
,eK|MnBe of such a dress, though it is 
JCjttile possible to make this dress up 
f'teitefally entirely of the wool goods, 
liddiiig a separate vest of plaited surah 
" 
white Irish lace, with bands of 


ribbon down the middle, and 
Of fh(e ribbon, or elseJi

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ferred to plbsh, especially for combin- 
in« with pale-gray and pearl 
colors, 
when, it is used as a front or side panel 
in large plaits, alsoasavest, holf-collar, 
and half-cuflfs, being placed only above 
the vest, while the collar at the back 
is of the wool goods. 
For a darker 
dress claret-colored cashmerc is prettily 
draped over a plush petticoat of the 
same color, and some rose-pink crape 
folds are added to the vest, neck, and 
sleeves. 
Another useful and dressy 
little toilet for a young blonde is of 
pistache or apple-green cashmere, with 
the drapery quite short in the back as 
well as the front, showing all around at 
the foot a green-watered silk lower 
skirt, which is plain on the foundation, 
but is pinked out in leaf points, and 
falls on two other rows of the silk simi- 
larly pinked. 
The 
basque 
has 
a 
gathered, lapped front edged with the 
pinked silk, and the neck and sleeves 
have full frills of white point d'esprit 
net for their becoming finish. A roset 
and sash ribbons are on the left side, 
where the drapery is shortest.—Har- 
per's 
Bazar.

One clear, bright morning, in the 
seventeenth century, 
all 
Moscow—

Tho 
palace was soon cleared of the rioters, 
and the General in command of the 
loyal forces made his way up the stair- 
case, on which the two yomig princes 
were still standing. 


"Do not be afraid," said he, cheerily; 
"it's all over now." 


"Afraid!" echoed the younger boy, 
disdainfully. 
"It is not for a Romanafl" 
to be afraid of a rabble of mutinous 
ruffians; and if I ever come to be Czar 
I will teach these brawlers who is their 
master." 


How that boy kept his Avord in after- 
years may now bo read in any history of 
Russia, and any traveler who visits 
Moscow to-day sees along the Kremlin 
wall a row of small red turrets, and is 
told by his Russian friends that for 
every one of those turrets a mutinous 
Guardsman was beheaded in front of 
that wall by Peter the Great.—Har-

Ghent, Alexander I.r**Bniperor of all 
thé'Bnsinas^^ responded to the wishes 
o| both .Opvemments ^ d interposed 
his influence and good graces in bring- 
ing abont an Amicable adjustment of 
the difficulty.

He aceordingly constituted and ap- 
pointed two plenipotentiaries, "to treat, 
adjust, and conclude such articles of 
agreement as may tend to the attain- 
ment of the above-mentioned end, with 
the plenipotentiaries of 
the United 
States and of His Britannic Majesty. " 
The agreement was drawn up in En- 
glish and French, so I will use both. 


The envoys appointed by the Em- 
peror were : 


"Charles Robert Count Nesseh-ode, 
His Imperial Majesty's Privy Coun- 
cillor, member of the Council of State, 
Secretary of State directing the Im- 
perial Department of Foreign Affiurs, 
Chamberlain, Knight of the order of 
Saint Alexander Nevsky, Grand Cross 
of the order of Saint Vladimir of the 
first class, Knight of that of the White 
Eagle of Poland, Grand Cross of the 
order of St. Stephen of Hungary, of the 
Black and of the Red Eagle of Prussia, 
of the Legion of Honor of France, of 
Charles III. of Spain, of St. Ferdinand 
and of Merit of Naples, of tlie Annun- 
ciation o f Sardinia, of the Polar Star 
of Sweden, of the Elephant of Den- 
mark, of the Golden Eagle of Wii-tem- 
berg, of Fidelity of Baden, of St. 
Constantino of Parma, and of Guelph 
of Hanover," 


The second was like unto him, "with 
variations" : 


"Jean, le Conte Capodistrias, son 
Conseiller prive et Secyetaire d'Etat, 
Chevalier de l'ordre de St. Alexandre 
Nevsky, Grand' Croix de l'ordre de St. 
Wladimir de la Ire classe. Chevalier de

Tho plenipotentiary on the part of 
"His Majesty the King of the United 
Kingdom of (heat Britain and Ireland" 
was : 


"The Right Honorable Sir Charles 
Bagot, one of 
His Majesty's Most 
Honorable Privy Council,Knight Grand 
Cross of the most honorable Order of 
the Bath, and His Majesty's Ambassador 
Extraordinary, and l^lenipoteniiarv to 
His Majesty the Emi)eror of all the 
Russia s. " 


And the pleDijiotentiary "on the })art 
of the United States, with tho advice 
and consent of the Senate thereof," 
«as : 


"Henry Middleton, a citizen of the 
I'nited States, and their Env<iy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Pleni])oten- 
tiary to His ^Majesty the Emperor of ¡ill 
the Ruasias." 


The agreement, after reciting these 
names, nays: 


"And tlie said pleni])oteniiarie.s, after 
a reciprocal communication of their re- 
spective full powers, found in good and 
due form, have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing articles," etc.

THOMPSON'S ESCAPE. 


BT JAMES FKANKIiIK FITTS. 


This sketch will relate the adventures of 
Dennis Thompson npou his efforts to es- 
cape, and his iinal escape from inside the 
Confederate lines in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley, in October, 1864. The hero is now- 
living in Chenango County, New York—a 
very plain, unpretentious kind of man, and 
who would never sound his own trumpet; 
but he will cheerfully vouch for the truth 
of this narrative. He related all it? stirring 
details to me one night by a camp-fire on 
the Cedar Creeit battle-ground, very shortly 
after his return from captivity. His whole 
experience with the Confederates as a 
prisoner was embracad within the time of 
about one week; but it was a week which 
he will not be likely (o forget. The thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of thrilling 
adventures of the volunteer soldiers in the 
field took almost every shipe and form; 
many escapes were more arduous, and en- 
tailed far more suffering, but few were 
more curious or more exciting than that of 
my good comrade, Dejinis Tuomj)Son. 


He was of Company I, One Hundred 
and Fourteenth New York ^'olunteers, and 
had been in the service two years. He had 
been made a Lieutenant for merit and good 
conduct, and at the time of his capture he 
was attached to the ambulioice train of the 
Nineteenth Army Corps. War is crowded 
with chances and changes, and the impos- 
sible, or the apparently impossible, is what 
frequently happens; but the man who had 
predicted before the thing occurred that 
any one with that train stood in the least 
danger of capture by the enemy would 
have been regarded as a lunatic. The tr lin 
was parked in a gi'ove, well-nigh a mile in 
rear of our lines, with a sufficient escort to 
protect it from the guerrillas; and what 
could possibly be feared from Early's 
army, lying somewhere off beyond the 
heights of Fisher's Hill, with twenty thou- 
sand Union soldiers encamped between? 
Yet in just this situation was Thompson 
made captive; and to make it clear how 
this could be, as well as to give a better 
understanding of his situation after being 
taken, a brief reference to the battle of 
Cedar Creek becomes necessary. 


Gallons of good ink have been spilled 
over the controversies arising from that his- 
toric field, and the poet, T. Buchanan 
]^ad, has immortalized it and its most 
conspicuous actor in some verses which are 
full of poetic exaggeration, as well as stir- 
ring rhyme. All that is necessary for me 
to say here about it, as connected with 
Lieutenant Thompson's adventures, is, that 
before daylight on the foggy morning of 
October 19, 1864, the Confederates, having 
silently gained our left by a movement 
which, for difficulty and audacity, can hard- 
ly be paralleled in the whole history of the 
war, attacked the Eighth Corps, and well- 
nigh dispersed it; struck the Nineteenth, 
which, after a brief and bloody resistance, 
was also compelled to retire; that the Sixth 
Corps, coming up to meet the shock, was 
also, after a good tight, flanked, and forced 
back; that tiiese last two corps retreated 
some three or four miles, to a position in 
the woods near Middletowu, where with the 
cavalry on the flanks they presented a good 
front, and would have repiilled any attack 
the enemy mi^iht have made on them, even 
if Sheridan had not come up; that the 
Confederates, as well as our forces, had 
been severely punished in the morumg's 
tight, and were veiy chary about a further 
attack; that up to this point, nevertheless, 
the day was a decided deftjat for us, since 
we had been compelled to retire from our 
ground, had lost half our artillery, had suf- 
fered heavily in killed and wounded, and 
had probably not less than six thousand 
stragglers on the turnpike betweeu Middle- 
town and Winchester; 
that about one 
o'clock Sheridan came up, hot-foot, from 
the latter place, hundreds, and possibly 
thousands, of 
the stampeded follow- 
ing him back to their duty; that he visited 
every regiment, and succeeded in putting 
his own fiery spirit into everj' one of them; 
that about four o'clock our whole line ad- 
vanced, and, after a very brief but sharp 
fight, drove the enemy pell-mell before it, 
taking hundreds of prisoners, retaking 
every piece of our captiired artillery, and 
twenty-four others; and that we 'never 
stopped tiie pursuit until we had reached 
and occupied cur camps again, which we 
did near dark. Our cavalpr kept up the 
chase some hours longer, bringing in many 
more prisoners. 
This is my view in brief 
of this toilsome, sanguinary, and glorious 
day; and, as the writer passed through 
these scenes with a regiment whose killed 
and wounded amounted to one hundred and 
nineteen out of two hundi-ed and fifty en- 
gaged, he may claim to know something 
about it. 


It is necessary to add only that in the 
surprise of the early morning the Confed- 
erates secured at least fifteen hundred pris- 
oners; that they were marched to a place 
near Strasburg, perhaps three miles from 
thc^eld, and k^ept there all day until the 
stragglers of Early's army, late in the after- 
noon, reported that the fortunes of the day 
had completely changed, when they were 
rapidly put in motion and marched so far 
the same night that they were beyond the 
rescue of our cavalry. 
The bulk' of them 
were landed in the Richmond prisons a 
week later. 
Why Thompson was not 
among them at that timu we will now allow 
him to tell for himself. 


When the great uproai- of the attack burst 
upon the left of our armj', our train was 
speedily hitched up and galloped across 
the fields to a point near Middletown. 
By 
the time we had reached there daylight was 
coming on, and our Captain paused to take 
an observation. By the great noise of ar- 
tillery and musketry, the clouds of smoke 
which drifted farther and farther westward, 
and the multitudes of retreating soldiers 
who came our way, with and without arms, 
it was plain to be seen that a first-class bat- 
tle was in progress, and that our army was 
decidedly getting the worst of it. No long 
time elapsed before I could see that the 
lines of the enemy wer<i far west of where 
the Nineteenth Corps had camped. It was 
imprudent for us to* venture up toward the 
lines at all, as there was danger of meeting 
some detachment of the enemy; but I was 
filled with anxiety for my comrades of the 
regiment, and wanted to leam something of 
them. 
Getting permission to reconnoiter, 
I rode back over the fields as far as I dared 
to go. Both armies were well west of me, 
and I was tempted to go on to the scene of 
flie morning's fight of our corps, bat I knew 
there mnst be many of the enemy's strag- 
glers there. Taming abont, I was making 
my wMj back to the train, when I heard a 
Mllvdiee oKjont: 
"Bàie, ttAM, Ytnk—fwrender!" 
IlMlMdItt Hw dinetkm. of the Toiee, 
Mw i t o munte ùt.mjiPe covering met

peared> tlict thej iMlonged^to Earlj^s rear« 
guard, and had pushed their investigations 
over this wéiy—to seé if thëy coaldn t pick 
np some s t i ^ Tank; like me, one of them 
said,'with a grin. They did not wait, but 
took the tamçike back toward Strasburg 
with me, taking in three more of our 
stragglers on the way. Arrived at the 
rendezvous of prisoners, I found a very 
large number 
there, 
including 
many 
officers, and several of my regiment, who 
gave me some account of the severe fight-, 
ing that had oocurred in the fog, and the 
heavy loss. 


Here we remained until sunset, when the 
reports from the front showed that Early's 
whole army was in d sastroos re reat. Soon 
the stragglers began to pour past us up the 
road; çavalrymen by oues, twos, and threes 
rode by, and wagons, ambulances and 
artillery caissons began to crowd the re- 
treat. 
Cedar Creek crossed the field, and 
the highway with the bridge over it was the 
only practicable ave nue of escape; there- 
fore all the confusion with which the Con- 
federate retreat was begun was right under 
my eye. There was a great deal of noise, 
some swearing, and lots of whipping-up of 
mules and horses. Far off to the north- 
west wo heard the lively rattle of musketry, 
swelling into a great noise, with the occa- 
sional boom of a piece of artillerj-; and as 
the sound came nearer we knew that our 
friends were doing the driving this time. 
How I longed to be with them! 


"Out of this now!" yelled the Colonel 
who commanded the guard. "Prisoners, to 
the middle of the 'pike—into column, some 
way! Guards, take your places on the 
flanks—quick, there—now, forward, march 
—and shoot every Yank who tries 
to 
escape! Repeat that order up there—do 
you hear? Every Yank that tries to escape 
will be shot." 


We all heard very well. 
W^e were started 
almost at double-quick, and the pace was 
kept up till we were near the ascent of 
Fisher's Hill. 
Without mentioning this 
subject again, I may say that until I left 
the column, in the way that will be related, 
there was a continual urging up of prison- 
ers, with considerable profanity, and not a 
few uncomplimentary allusions to "that 


little cuss, Custer." The officers in 


charge seemed to be in constant dread of 
the pursuit of our cavalry; and they had 
reason to be. 


At Tom's Brook we were halted and 
turned out of the road to allow a long 
sti-ing of flying wagons to pass. Here some 
pieces of hard-tack were distributed among 
us, and we were permitted to drink at the 
brook. 
Tt en into column again, up the 
road to Fisher's Hill, up the hill, and on 
toward NewmarJiei. we were urgea. 
By 
this time it was so dark that a face could 
not be distinguished two yards off; but our 
guards were very vigilant, and rather acted 
as though they would like a fair pretext to 
shoot somebody. 
For my part, I was on 
the lookout for a chance to escape. 
I had 
resolved that I should try it, and take all 
the necessary risk. All I waited for was a 
good chance. 


I got it in a most unexpected way. 
We were only a few miles on the road, 
when I observed that our pace had become 
so fast that we had almost caught the rear- 
most of thfe wagons. 
Close behind the 
wagons, and of course only a few paces 
from our foremost files, was a sqaad of de- 
moralized Confederate soldiers, escaping 
without arms. A mounted officer at the 
head of our column had several times or- 
dered them to go faster, or get out of the 
way, as they delayed the prisoneifs. 
Tak- 
ing in the situation, niy plan was at once 
formed. I worked my way gradually up to 
the head of our column, and when his eyes 
were turned in another direction I got four 
or five feet ahead of it. When he turned 
and saw me, precisely the thing hap- 
pened that 
I 
had 
hoped; he 
took 
me for one of the Confederates, and 
sharply 
ordered 
me 
to 
move 
up. 
I very gladly obeyed, and thus removed 
myself entirely from the oversight of the 
guard. With this done, it was easy to 
withdraw to the side of the road, and, in- 
visible in the darkness, wait till the column 
had passed. 
Then I plunged deep into the 
woods. 


Exulting in the sense of my freedom, I 
tui-ned north in the direction of Fisher's 
Hill, expecting that, by going through the 
woods to the brow of the hill, I could 
thence 
in 
the morning map 
out a 
safe, line back to camp. I was quickly un- 
deceived. As I plunged along carelessly 
in the dark, I heard the sound of voices a 
little way in the front of me. I listened, 
and soon disc overed that hero was a squad 
of Confederate fugitives, collecting sticks 
to make a tire. Stealthily I drew away, 
and took a westerly course again. 
The in- 
cident set me to reflecting. There was no 
salcty in blundering along in this way, 
when the whole woods were swarraing with 
the fugitives of Early's army, too weary 
and footsore to pursue their flight. Reach- 
ing a bare, rocky place, which lookad as 
lonelj' as though the foot of man had never 
passed that way, I laid down on the scanty 
bed of leaves that I managed to scrape to- 
gether, and slept uneasily till morning, 
muclv discomforted by a severe black frost. 


I was promptly astir in the morning, and 
my heart was gladdened at sunrise to see 
the spires of Strasburg oft" to the northpast 
—so near had I approached the top of the 
hill in the darkness. "It'll be an easy mat- 
ter, now," I reflected, "to make a wide cir- 
cuit to the west, and get back to camp." I 
started off", and could not have gone half a 
mile when I stumbled upon three men, 
sleeping on the ground. I tried to with- 
draw without alarm, but one of them 
awoke, saw me, snd called the others. All 
three jumped up and surrounded me. 


"Who the devil be you?" one asked. 
"I belong to Longstreet's corps," I said. 
"I'm looking for it. " 


"What's them blue clothes doin' on ye?" 
"O, I was pretty ragged, you see, and I 
took these from one of their dead officers. 
33idn't we whip 'em in the 
morning, 
though?" 


The men seemed at once to lose all in- 
terest in me; they lay down again and 
rolled themselves in their blankets, leaving 
me to walk off without melestation or 
hindrance. I observed that they hs.d no 
arms, and I have no doubt that they w<!re 
deserters from one of Early's regiments. 


But I was not always thus to be favored. 
Moving on till noon, the country becoming 
wilder and more desolate at every step, I 
was suddenly halted by two men who 
jumped out from behind a rock, each with 
a cocked revolver pointed at me. 
They 
were dressed in butteraut. 


"Who are you?" one asked. 
After my encounter with the three men 
early in the morning, I had taken the Lieu- 
tenant's straps from my shoulders, and 
now replied, with all the assurance I could 
command: 


"Private of Longstreet's coi-ps. I got 
behind in the retreat yesterday, and stayed 
all night in the woods." 


"Them clothes?" the other asked, with 
more point than grammar. 


I repeated the stoiy I had told to the 
other men. The two whispered together 
very briefly, and then announced their con- 
clusion: 


"You uns don't fool we uns. 
You're a 
prisoner tryin' to escape, (,'ome along." 


They marched me ott' a few rods, where 
there was a large squad of Confederate 
cavalry, all armed witta pistols and sabres. 
From there the whole party conducted me 
as much as three miles, over to the west 
side of the hill, where there was a large 
picket post. A brief consultation which 
they held showed me that they thoroughly 
understood the situation. They were cut 
off from their command; Sheridäm's cav- 
alry was probably south of them, on the 
pike; they must keep to the woods till they 
passed them.

"Well, yes/' he said, eying ma dosely, 
and speaking very slowly, "I could—hnt

blouse and vest and hand 'em over, with 
anything you've got in your pockets." 


I complied quickly. He discharged his 
revolver twice in the air, and, ordering me 
to "git!" rode off. 


With an overpowering sense of deliver- 
ance, I wandered all that cold and bitter 
night in the woods, benumbed with frost, 
and chewing the leaves and twigs to deaden 
hunger. In the morning I got clear of the 
mountain, and ventured to ask some ques- 
tions, and learned that I was eleven miles 
from the "Hayfield Church," wherever that 
was, and that Strasburg was "a good bit" 
off. Seeing a benevolent-looking 
man 
standing in front of a house, I stopped 
and talked with him. He said he was a 
Confederate, but that I looked poor and 
hungry, and that he would give me some 
breakfast, anyvray. I ate a hearty meal 
with this good Samaritan, and pushed on. 
I knew I was getting round toward the 
Valley Pike, and was encouraged, when at 
a distance I saw a horse-patrol in the road. 
I dodged off in time to escape discovery, 
and, taking a wide 
detour through the 
woods, I struck the road again far bayoud 
them. Making my way cautiously along, 
that afternoon, I passed another man, who 
also eyed me compassionately, and asked 
me to come into his house just beyond. He 
gave me a good supper, and told me I could 
stay all ni,:^ht. I repeated my old story 
about my being a Confederate. 
He looked 
at me a little queerly. 


"You don't look like it," he said. "If 
5'ou are a Union soldier, own it. 
You'll be 
safe here." 


His words and manner inspired con- 
fidence. I told him the whole tmth; and 
then it came out that he was a staunch 
Unionist. 
He showed 
me 
protection- 
papers given him by General Banks in 
1!SH'2. He gladdened me by the assurance 
that Winchester was only fifteen miles off, 
and that the pickets of the Eighth and 
Twenty-second New York Cavalry were 
only four miles away. 


"Stay with me to-nisht," he said, "and 
in the morning you sha;l be in AVinchester." 


It was a veiy sweet and very sound sleep 
that visited my ejes that night in one of 
good Mr. Russell's beds. The next morn- 
ing after breakfast, with a comfortaDle 
coat on my back, I was about bidding him 
and his famfily good-by, when a negro 
came flying into the house, exclaiming: 


"Golly, Mas'r Russell, de rebels done 
comin'!" 


I was hurried up stairs, and from my 
hiding-place listened to the noise made by 
a dozen guemllas as 
they swagpered 
around. I wondered that there should be 
so much laughter, as well as singing; but 
my kind friend told me afterward that 
they had not the least idea that there was 
a Union soidier in his house; that they 
came merely to sample his "apple-jack," 
and that he had treated thom to a liberal 
portion of it. When they had gone he ad- 
vised me to stay another day. 


Not only did I stay another day, but still 
another. 
The faithful negro brought such 
reports of guerrillas scouting on these 
back roads that I was satisfied to lie 
perdu a while longer. 


About three o'clock one morning I was 
roused from a sound sleep by the tramp of 
a large body of cavalry. I heard loud 
knockings at the door, voices, and pres- 
ently heavy footfalls on the stnii-s. My 
door was ope.ied, Russell entered with a 
light, and behind him a tall man in the 
showy uniform of a Confederate officer. 
Words can not describe my feelings: hope 
abandoned me; the very pit of despair 
j-awned before me. 


"Well, sir, who are you?" the officer 
asked. 


There seemed no use of further decep- 
tion. The man before me was not one to 
be fooled. 


"I am Dennis Thompson, a Lieutenant 
of the Nineteenth Corps," was my hopeless 
answer. 


"Indeed? A Yankee, then?" 
"Yes. 
Take me Richmond, if you will; 
there's no use tiying to keep up this lie 
any longer." 


He laughed heartily, and laid his hand 
on my shoulders as I sat up in bed. 


"Well, Lieutenant Dennis Thompson, of 
the Nineteenth Corps, if it will suit you 
just as well we'll take you to Winchester. 
Allow me to introduce myself as Captain 
Young, of the Massachusetts Cavalry, aud 
Provost Marshal of AVinchester.

friend Russell sent his negro in last night 
with the news about you—and here wc* 
arc." 


I ought to have hiigged him; I'm net 
sure but I did. Before sunrise I was safe 
under the old flag at Winchester.

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Ctreat Indnstrial Development in That 
Begioo, as Noted by Hon. 
W. D. Keltoy. 
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Wonderfdl Advancement in Mechanical 
I^irsmts—The Change in the 
Leading Cities. 


{Baltimore diHpatch.] 


William D. Kelley of Pennsylvania, who 
lately made an extensive trip throngh the 
South, contributes to the Baltimore Manu- 
facturera' Record of December 25 a lengthy 
article reviewing the progress of that sec- 
tion, in which he presents some striking 
facts as to the great industrial development 
now in progress there. Referring to his 
visit to the South in 1867, Jndge Kelley 
says: 


"The South was a land of desolation, 
her farms were fenceless and uncultivated, 
and her people were without reproductive 
stock, or that with which to impel modem 
agricultural implements had they been be- 
stowed upon them gratuitously. 
They 
were, practically speaking, without seed for 
food or crops except what was bestowed 
upon them by personal friends or the Gov- 
ernment, through the Freedman's Bureau 
and the agencies of the Agricultural De- 
partment." 


Contrasting this with what he saw on his 
late trip, he says: 
"The progress in 
wealth, in the means of individual com- 
fort and productive power, has been mar- 
velous, and the change wrought from then 
until now in the immense development of 
coal and iron ore of these States, and the 
increase in number and extent of industrial 
centers, may justly be regarded as the work 
of Titans. The systems of railroads that 
now traverse the South are as per- 
fect in the con^'truction of road-bed, 
track, and bridges, and in passenger 
cars and the moans provided for the 
transportation of freight, as those of the 
North. Lateral roads branch from them 
into such valleys as are known to be spo- 
c ally rich, not in iron aloup, but in otiier 
minerals, some of which are found in such 
profusion and juxtaposition as to seem to 
defy geologic laws as elsewhere illustrated. 


"Prior to the war," Judge Kelley writes, 
•"the South neither bad nor desired to have 
great cities. It is also true that her states- 
men prciferred that their workshops should 
be in foreign lands, and that the ships that 
exported their products and brought them 
commodities in exchange should be built 
and owned by foreigners. In this rcspect 
the contrast is most striking." 


Nashville he found to be a beautiful city, 
which sTirprised him by the extent and va- 
riety of its manufactures and the magnifi- 
cence of its buildings. 
Chattanooga and 
Birmingham are each a marvel in its own 
way. In the former he visited the creat 
industrial enterprises that are in operation 
there, and it was here that his attention 
was first attracted to the neat, commodious, 
and well-painted homes of the negio labor- 
ers in mining, smelting, and mechanical 
pursuits. The mechanical skill of the col- 
ored laborer in some of these enterprising 
cities surprised him, and convinced him 
that with an industrial art school they 
would soon produce gratifying evidence of 
the adaptation of negro labor to mechanical 
pursuits requiring a high degree of skill. 


Referring to the proximity of coal, iron 
ore, and limestone at Birmingham, he says 
it is not surprising that the oversanguine 
men of that city really believe that they 
will be able to make iron so cheaply as to 
soon close up the works of Pennsylvania 
and force her iron masters and their em- 
ployes to re-establish themselves at Bir- 
mingham. This, he states, has produced a 
speculation in town lots that may retard 
the immediate growth of 
Birmingham, 
and time, by various processes, will de- 
termine the actual value of corner lots in 
a city whose success is to extinguish 
the furnace fires of Pittsburg, 
Brad- 
docks, Johnstown, Bethlehem, and gener- 
ally throughout Pennsylvania. 
At Annis- 
ton he spent ten days making a thorough 
investigation of the resources of the coun- 
try tributary to that place. Here he found 
extensive iron-works, machine-shops, roll- 
ing-mills, car-works, and other industries, 
besides a large cotton-mill, which ships a 
considerable part of its product direct to 
China. 


The company which planned and built 
Anniston 
owns 50.000 acres of laud in 
which are immense deposits of browu and 
red 
hematite, 
fossiliferous, 
specular, 
and 
magnetic, 
mountains 
of 
lime- 
stone, 
and 
seemingly 
inexhaustible 
supplies 
of 
wood 
and cooking and 
gas coal. They have just completed a sixty- 
mile railroad, and will build another six- 
teen miles in leng h, besides two furnaces 
and other enterpr.ses. 
He predicts that 
though Anniston has never hud a "boom," 
and though its platting and development 
have been managed so quietly that its 
name is hardly recognized by the popular 
ear, it will, before two decades shall have 
passed, be one of the most remarkable cen- 
ters of iron, steel, and kindred industries 
to be found in those wonderfully endowed 
States—Georgia, Alabama, and Tennessee. 


In closing he says: "I have given but 
faint intimations of the resources of the 
mineral regions of the South, of the im- 
pulses that now animate her controlling 
people, and of the rapid strides with which 
the spirit of the nineteenth century is 
changing not only the aspect of the coun- 
try but the purposes and aspirations of the 
people of the new South." 


T H E CASE OF MBS. DRUSE. 


She Is Respited by the Governor of New 
York—The Horrible Crime of Which 
She Is Guilty. 


!Albany (N. Y.) special.; 
Gov. Hill has issued an executive order 
postponing the execution of Mrs. Koxalana 
Druse, under sentence of death for the mur- 
der of her husband, from Dec. 21», the date 
fixed in the sentence, till Feb. 28. The 
Governor saya he does this in order to give 
the State Legislature an opportunity to 
modify the law of capital punishment in 
its application, and adds that as far as he 
is concerned the case is closed and the 
woman must suffer the penalty of the crime 
on the day fixed unless in the meantime 
the law shall have been changed. 
The 
Governor says that it was a clear case of 
murder, and that he can find no reason for 
interference with the penalty except the 
sex of the condemned, which the law does 
not take into account. He says: 


"The evidence shows that the killing was 
most brutal and atrocious in its character. 
Briefly stated, the facts satisfactorily es- 
tablished are as follows: The family co - 
sisied of the deceased and Mrs. Druse, tho 
daughter Maty, aged l!> years, the son 
George, aged 10 years, a nephew, Frank 
Gates, aged 14 years. A quan-el had oc- 
curred the morniug of the homicide be- 
tween the deceased and the defendant at 
the breakfast table. The deceased was 
still at the table, and during the quarrel of 
words the defendant went into another 
room and took a loaded revolver which was 
there, and, putting it under her apron, re- 
turned and whispered to the boys to go out 
of doors, which they did, leaving herself, 
the daughter Mary, and the deceased in 
the room. Maiy then placed a rope around 
her father's neck while he was at the table, 
and the defendant fired the revolver once 
or twice at him. womiding him, and he 
lell over sideways in his chair, while the 
defendant, being unable to make the re- 
volver go off again, called to the nephew, 
Fxank, wbo came into the house, together 
witk the boy George, whereupon the pris- 
oner ; g»ve 
the 
revolver 
to 
the 
and under a threat of killing him, 
~ kiiii to Are it off two or three 
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aa the body to be teken into the parlor, aii4 
during the day and evening the bo<^ was 
cut up with an ax and was burned in the 
stove. 
She threatened to kill the boys if 
they told what occuned. Mrs. Druse had 
previously made threats against the deceas- 
ed. and boasted that she would be l i i of 
him some day. 


"These and other fact? almost too horri- 
ble for description mark the case as a plain 
one of deliberate and premeditated murder. 
There seems to be scarcely a mitigating 
circumstance. 
The daughter Maty aided 
and assisted her mother in the murder, and 
after the conviction of her mother she plead- 
ed ^ilty to murder in the second degree, 
which plea, on account of her youth, the 
fact that she was probably acting under the 
influence of her mother, and other circum- 
stances, was accepted by the District At- 
torney, and she was sentenced to State 
Prison for life." 


KEY. E D W A R D McGLYNN. 


Going to Bome to Protest to the Pope— 
Archbishop Manning's Views 
of the Case. 


Bev. Dr. Edward Mc Glynn has won 
much publicity by his open advocacy of 
Henry George's theories, which are said to 
be opposed to the teachings of the Catholic 
Church, and he has been summoned to 
Bome to explain certain of his utterances 
in the recent campaign. Dr. Mc Glynn 
has declined to say much in regard to the 
matter, as messages from the Vatican al- 
ways allow a reasonable time in such cases 
for the priest to 
set the affairs of 
his parish in good running order before de- 
parture. Dr. McGIytn is very popular with 
the wide circle of his parishioners, and the 
0f)ini0n of most of them is that the Pope 


will send him br.ck t3' bis parish without 
even a reprimand. 
Dr. McGlynn once 
made a speech in Cleveland, Ohio, that 
brought him in collision with his Bishop, 
He was a student of the Propaganda, and 
he took an oath to uphold the doctrines of 
the church, which it is now thought by the 
higher authorities that he is infringing 
upon by delivering his speeches in favor of 
the recent labor movements which are dis- 
turbing the elements of both church and 
state. Dr. McGlynn has no fear of any 
serious results from his call to Rome, for 
it can be easily urged that priests have 
taken part in politics in Europe—most 
prominent part in England, France, and 
Italy, and in Ireland especially, and that 
even Popes have been politicians. 


A London correspondent sends an inter- 
view with Cardinal Manning, in which the 


Cardinal says, regarding the disciplining of 
Dr. McGlynn: 


"I do not know Father McGlvnn, nor the 
exact state of affairs in New York that has 
led up to his being called to Rome, but I 
presume it is more for the purpose of allow- 
ing him to make an explanation than any- 
thinc else." 


"The incident has created the impression 
that the Catholic Church is opposed to Mr. 
George and the present labor movement," 
said the correspondent. 


"The Catholic Church is not opposed to 
the present labor movement or to Mr. Henry 
(ieorge, unless they fall into socialism. 
There must be a very wide distinction made 
between the socialist J^d the workiugman. 
I saw in a telegram some time as;o that Mr. 
George had said the Catholic Church had 
never confirmed the principle of property 
in land. 
This is not true. Exactly the re- 
verse is the fact. 
The church has, from 
the beginning, taught the right of property 
in laud."'

Em- 
phasis and tone of voice are sometimes 
deceptive, even when Presidents speak. 


When Jeff Davis was Secretary of 
War under President Pierce, he sent a 
circular letter to many army officers, 
inviting them to furnish suggestions 
for a change of uniform and equipment. 
One of these invitations was sent to 
Lieutenant Derby, a good draughts- 
man and a merry wag, who sent in re- 
sponse a proposition for having a two- 
inch iron ring appended b}' a piece of 
strong leather to the seat of each en- 
listed 
man's 
trousers. 
Long 
and 
formal 
specifications 
demonstrated 
the 
utility 
of 
this 
ring. 
Each 
ofticer was 
to 
carry, instead 
of 
a 
sword, a lonf: white-ash pole, with a 
hook on one end. 
By hooking into the 
ring of a private he could be kept in 
line of battle if he was disposed to 
hang back, or caught if he attempted 
to run away. 
The ring would also be 
useful 
in 
the artillery service 
for 
draught purposes, and in the cavalry 
men could bo locked to other rings in 
their saddles and so kept from falling 
off. 
The illustrations which accom- 
panied the specifications represented 
officers catching infantry stragglers and 
forcing them into tho ranks, dragoons 
padlocked to their saddles, ani], artil- 
lerymen with cannon prolongs hitched 
to their rhigs, hauling huge pieces of 
artillery np steep heights. It was very 
funny, and the clerks in the War De- 
partment enjoyed some hearty laughs 
over it, but when it reached the Secre- 
tary üe became indignant, and regarded 
it as an insult. 
He ordered charges 
and specifications to be drawn up, and 
a court-martial (organized to convict, 
of course) was actually ordered, when 
it came to the ears of Governor Marcy, 
then Secretary of State, who was level- 
headed, and who advised Davis to let the 
matter drop. He might have convicted 
Derby and dismissed him from the ser- 
vii e, but he would have been laughed 
at from one end of the country to the 
other. 
Davis, who possessed a deal 
of common sense, took the advice, and 
Derby's "suggestions" are still to be 
found on the tiles of the War Depart- 
ment. 
Derby, whose nom de plume 
was "John Phrrnix, ' after a merry life, 
died just before the war. 
His son 
graduated at West Point, and is now in 
the army, and his daughter is a W^ash- 
ington belle. 


The Bells of Moscow. 


Sunday wc were waked early by a 
grand crash of bells. 
As almost every 
one of the hundreds of churches has a 
set of four or five bells, you will un- 
derstand that, when all ring together, 
they compel a hearing. 
None of the 
bells are verA' near us, and the sound 
of the harshest was mellowed by dis- 
tance. 
They were all pitches, from 
the deepest bass to the shrillest treble.

The bells are not rung 
as

Now, can you recall an instanOe 
where a girl, who was reported to hove 
indulged too deeply in wine, or who 
had taken in the town, or staked her 
pin money on a base-ball game, was 
not tabooed ? 
It is quite probable that 
some very nice ladies have done all 
these, and possibly more, without suf- 
fering any ill effects, but if so it was 
because they were not found out. 
If 
caught in an innocent flirtation a girl 
is liable to be hauled over the coals, 
and may even go to her grave with a 
stigma on her character. 


Don't understand that I am asking 
that women be allowed these privileges.

At least let him toe 
the mark he has made for us. 
if he 
will do that we will let him off. 


Another thing I would have him do, 
and don't see how he can consistentlj 
refuse, is to give his sister woman the 
same opportunities for regaining lost _ 
reputation that are given him. 
Sho 
forgives and forgets again and again. 
Why should he not do so too? 


Some may do so, but I fear they are 
too few in numbers to save us when we 
fall. 
But, worst of all, those whose 
lead we follow and whose honor we 
trusted are first to turn away and last 
to tend a helping hand.

retrieved by the dog. The man answer- 
ed that should the dog retrieve another 
dnck he would shoot him. 
Ackley re- 
plied if the man shot the dog he would 
shoot the 
man. 
Another 
duck 
was 
shot and in sprang the dog, and was 
as promptly shot. 
Ackley reciprotated 
by filling the man full of shot from his 
fowling-piece, after which he immedi- 
ately left the scene and returned rapidly 
to the city. 
Some time later a man 
came into his office complaining that 
some one had filled him full of bird- 
shot. 
Ackley proceeded to pick them 
out one by one, at the same time con- 
doling with the man, and at the close 
of the process charged him a good bill. 


C O L O N E L W I L S U N , ot the army, who 
has charge of the monument 
recently 
erected by order of Congress over the 
grave of Thomas Jefferson at Monti- 
cello, says that the vandals are already 
at work chipping chunks off the stone, 
and that if it is to be preserved a mili- 
tary guard will have to be sent down 
there. 
Several years ago Congress ap- 
propriated $5,000 for the purpose of 
restoring the cemetery in which Jeffer- 
son is buried, and erecting a new mon- 
ument over his grave. 
This was in the 
time of Hayes, and the 
appropriation 
was not to be available until the owners 
of the estate gave a quit claim to the 
United States of a tract of ground two 
rods square 
surrounding 
the 
burial 
place, and a pathway by which

Jefferson was buried at Monticello in a 
little cemetery on his own plantation, 
and his wife, other members of his fam- 
ily, and some of 
his old servants lie 
beside him. 
"V^hen the estate was be- 
ing laid out at the time he was Presi- 
dent, Jefferson wrote to his overseer 
instructing him to set apart a little plot 
of ground as a burial place. 
"Choose 
some unfrequented vale in the park," 
he said, 
"where there is no sound to 
break the stillness but the babbling 
of a brook that winds among the woods, 
where no mark of human shape is, un- 
less it be the skeleton of some poor 
wretch who sought out the spot to de- 
spair and die in. 
L e t it be among the 
venerable 
oaks. 
Intersperse 
some 
gloomy evergreens. 
Appropriate one- 
half of ic for my family, and the rest 
for my servants and strangers who may 
die in the neighborhood. 
L e t the exit 
look upon the Blue Mountains."

3Iunirur'H Invt;ntor Completes An> 
otli»ir OroHt Work. 


Capt. John Ericsson, the inventor of th»« 
"Monitor," ha.s added another to his long list 
of triunipl)s ill engineering. 
This time it is an 
engine to he propelled simply by heat from 
the sun. 
lie lias woi ked at the'problem for 
twenty yeans, and at last pronounces it solved. 
The captain is now 85 years of age. 
The last 
twenty j'eai-s of his life has been given to the 
study of solar heat. 
Among his inven- 
tions may be men- 
tioned a thermome- 
ter so sensitive that 
the slightest cloud 
or haze passing be- 
tween it and the 
sun is recorded in- 
stantly by a lower- 
ing of the tempera- 
ture. His researches 
into the composi- 
tion of the sun and 
its influence on the 
earth are of a very 
minute 
character 
but this will 
re- 
main 
unpublished 
until after his death, when, together with all 
his experimental apparatus, they will become 
the property of the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington. 


Study of the rainless regions of Africa, 
Asia, Southern California and Mexico, where 
the sun^s rays are seldom interrupted for a 
moment by clouds, prompted the captain to 
study a method for utilizing the sun's heat 
in a mechanical way. 
The result is the solar 
engine, which is thus described in Nature:

ERICSSON'S SOLAR ENGINE. 


The leading feature of the device is tbat of con- 
centrating the radiant heat of the sun by means 
of a rectangular trough, having a curved bottom 
lined on the inside with polished plates so arranged 
that they reflect the sun's rays toward a cylindri- 
cal boiler placed longitudinally above the trough. 
This boiler contains the acting medium, steam or 
air, employed to transfer the solar energy to the 
motor, the pistons and valves resembling those of 
motive engines of the ordinary type. 
The great 
cost of large reflectors ia one piece and the difli- 
culty of producing accurate ciu-vature on a large 
scale are objections which have been supposed to 
render direct solar energy practically useless for 
producing mechanical power. Capt. Ericsson has 
overcome these objections by using a number of 
fiat strips of silvered glass three inches wide and 
twenty-six inches long, placed side by side on the 
curved bottom of the trough, and so arranged that 
the sunbeams falling upon them are deflected ui> 
wards against the bottom of the boiler. 
Such 
glass is inexpensive, and scieutiiically accurate 
work is uncalled for. 
The whole trough is 
arranged upon a pivot which allows it to be moved 
so that the sun shall always fall directly upon the 
reflecting plate. The trough is 11 feet long and 
16 feet broad, the boiler being of the same length 
and 634 inches in diameter. The motor is a steam 
engine with a working cylinder of 6 inches di- 
ameter and an 8-inch stroke; the piston rod 
operates a 5-inch force pump, and motion is also 
imparted to a crank shaft and flywheel. The aver- 
age speed of the enjrine during the trials of last 
summer was 20 turns per minut,e. the pressure 
on the working piston being thirty-five pounds 
per Inch. Capt. Ericsson now .says that he ha s 
finished the work to his satisfai^tion, and that with 
motors costing but little more than steam engines 
au amount of work can be obtained in hot coim- 
tries which would more than repay the extra cost 
of the sun motor in one year. 


The illustration here given is of one of his 
earlier sun engines, but it shows the principle 
of the machin*^ pei-fectly.

THK ICE CASTLE. 


The ice palace will be the great center of 
attraction as a matter of course.

A STRANGE MAN'S LIFE. 


MISER 
JAMES 
HENRY 
PAINE 
AND 


HIS 
MILLIONS. 


Grandson of One Who Sig:ned the Dec- 
laration 
of 
Independence—Kich, 
Yet 
L.iving in Squalor and Carele.ss of Hi« 
Money. 


What is here set down is the story of a 
human 
paradox—a 
man 
whose 
mental 
structure wa-s of a most extraordinary sort. 
Read and see if this is not so: 


James Henry Paine, who had been well 
known in Boston as a capitalist, a newspaper 
man and a man of affaii-s generally, was 
blotted out, so far as his friends and acquaint- 
ances there were concerned, in 1854, by his 
own act. 


Some time thereafter musical folk in New 
York began to get acquainted with a very 
tall, thin man of ripe ycai-s, who hung round 
"Dingwell's," a place of refreshment, much 
affected by devotees of molody and harmony 
in the nietroj;x>lis. 
He was evidently wretch- 
edly poor and usf;d to eat the leavings he 
found on the tables in the place. 
But he 
knew all about niu.sic and could talk about it 
in a delightful way that made those who 
heard 
him 
open 
their eyes. 
So he 
gradually 
g r e w 
to 
bo a favorite 
with artists, musi- 
cians and publish- 
ers in spite of his 
ways, which were 
filthy, and his beg- 
ging for something 
to eat, which 
he 
never stopped till 
he died. 
A man 
who knew him at 
Dingwell's made a 
sketch of him, and 
JAMES HENRY PAINE, 
it 
is 
from 
this 
sketch tiiat this portrait is taken. 


During all the time James Henry Paine was 
a frequenter of Dingwell's he was never 
known to spend any money in the place but 
once. 
Then ho had been given five cents on 
condition tbat he ]>ay it out for something at 
once. 
But there w;us one thing for which he 
would at any time spend money, and that 
was for music. 
Music was his all in this 
world, and he 
ould never miss a notable 
concert or opera. 
It is even susi^ected that 
ne would have purchased decent clothes if he 
could not have obtained admittance to the 
opera houses and theatres without them. 


He was also a great churchgoer, but he only 
went where the choirs were fine. A gentle- 
man who studied him often when he was un- 
der the spell of music says: 
"It was inspir- 
ing to watch him. 
His hard old face, with 
the big nose and the marked features would 
grow soft and full of feeling as he drank in 
the floods of harmony and melody that swept 
to him aci-oss the great auditorium, for he al- 
ways perforce sat way back against the wall. 
He did not seem to care for the book or the 
acting ou the stag«. 
The music was all to 
him. 


PAINE AT THE OPERA. 


Paine also wrote for musicians often, and, 
it is thought, contributed to the press—per- 
haps anonymously—to the day of his death. 
One of the nmsicians he wrote for was a 
young man named Luer, who one day in- 
vited him to the house of his parents. 
From 
that time the Luers kept their guest till hard 
times made them protest, and then he rented 
an attic room from them, and almost always 
got a free breakfast from his landlord's table. 
How he got his other meals has already been 
told. 


It was while he wa; lodging at Luer's that 
j^K-ople in New York began to find out that 
the old man had money. 
He t oinplained one 
morning to Luei- that a roll of bills had been 
taken from a hair trunk, in which all of 
Paine's belongings were kept. But as he made 
no great fuss about it, Luer thought it didn't 
amount to much. 
About the same time a 
theatre ticket speculator found out that the 
old man had money in plenty, which he would 
'oe willing to louji at ruinous interest, and be- 
came from that time a constant borrower. 
Few othei-s kiu w about his wealth, though a 
casual acquaintance once saw a roll of bills 
Btuck carelessly in the old man's pocket. 


"I'm safer thaji all the banks," was Mr. 
Paine's reply to the remonstrance his heedles.s- 
ness brought out. 


By and bj' Paine died in the squalid little 
room he rented fro..." the Duers. 
He had 
fallen on the ice in City Hall park and ws.3 
taken to a ho.spital, where he was told 1 hat liis 
arm was broken and that his hui'ts were so 
eerious that he must die or submit to hospital 
treatment. 
This he would not do and so the 
end soon came. 
When Paine was found after 
his fall he had on only a pair of army shoes, 
pantaloons and a shining black coat, but- 
toned close to the; throat to hide the absence 
of a shirt 


After his death there came an inquiry as to 
who were his friends, and a man named John 
H. Wardwell, who thought Paine had money, 
turned up. 
Wardwell claimed that Paine 
had made a will, leaving all hia money to hii; 
«friand John H. WardiraU."

one signed, and it was bis refusal that finally 
brought the whole wretched busine^to light. 
But only iEiBmsdl stmi was found,in P i l e ' s 
trunk, and there is no doubt that s(»ne one 
got away with it ahead of Wardwell. 
The 
contest over 
the 
administration of 
the 
property brought out, however, that Paine 
bad a deposit of $40,000 in the Metropolitan 
bank, and that twenty years before he had 
left a bundle with Charles F, Chickering, the 
piano man, which had lain -in his safe un- 
touched ever since. 
He notified the heirs and 
the bimdle was examined. It contained nearly 
i400,00ain biUs, only about $20,000 of which 
was outlawed! 


James Henry Paine was the grandson of 
Robert Treat Paine, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
He was bom 
in 1813 in tlie family residence in Boston and 
his father was rich. 
Hut even in school 
James Henry was voted "mean," though 
bright and sharp. 
\Vhen he was but 19 he 
became musical and financial editor of The 
Boston Post, and later wrote the money arti- 
cles for The Traveller. 
But he was finally 
dischargeil from the latter paper because he 
used its columns to influence speculation his 
way. 
In this manner he made a great deal 
of money, and, having been left a large for- 
tune by his family, there is no doubt that at 
one time be was worth at least $2,000,000.

PAINE'S ATTIC ROOM. 


His exposure in thi.s matter and in some 
other very questionable proceedings drove 
him from Boston, and he was never known 
of more by Boston people save once, when 
a lawyer froni tbat city caused the swindler 
to l)e arrested, and made him disgorge fifty- 
six $1 ,U00 bonds. 
These Paine got at a bi'own 
stone hou.so on Fifth avenue, where he went 
with the man who cau.sed the arrest, and who 
says there was at least .$1,000,000 m the pile 
from which they were taken. 
What became 
of the bulk of Paine's money is a mystery 
that can be explained only by the jjersons 
who, undoubtedly taking advantage of his 
carelessness in money matters, stole it from 
him. 


That Pamo's reason was somewhat unset- 
tled dm'ing the later years of his life there is 
little doubt. 
Certainly his case is one of the 
strangest that has ever been recorded. 
A 
miser who cai'cs not for money is an anomaly 
hitherto unre 
rde<l. His only passion was 
music, and it is not known that he ever spoke 
a word of tenderness to any woman. 
His 
secretiveness may be best tmderstood when it 
is stated that though he has been dead for 
more than a year his story has only just come 
out.

Echtelers design contemplates a structure 
t^ be about 
seventy-two feet high. 
The 
lower part constitutes a mausoleum, to have 
an interior diameter of fifty-nine feet. 
The 
middle part of the structure is marked by 
emblematic groups. 
On one side North and 
South join hands in perpetual 
peace; the 
North places the palm of peace upon the 
broken implements of war, while the South 
lays 
a 
laurel 
wreath 
at 
the 
feet of 
an 
eagle, 
which 
hovers above. 
On the 
opposite 
side 
a 
group 
represents 
Glen. 
Grant in full uniform, leaning on a sword, 
surrounded by a family of negroes. 
The left 
face of the die shows the surrender of Lee at 
Appomattox. 
The right side, the portal of 
the Capitol, where Gren. Grant takes the oath 
as president before Chief Justice Chase. 
On 
the pedestal in front is the simple legend, 
"Gen. U. S. Grant," and about its base are 
the coats of arms of the states. 


The surmounting statue represents Gten, 
Grant on horseback, with flying coat. 
The 
right hand holds a spy glass, pointing com- 
mandingly toward the enemy. 
At the cor- 
ners, supporting this statue, are four female 
figures, tyjiifying Peace and Prospcrit}', In- 
dustry and Invention, Commerce, 
Justice 
and Statesmanship. 
Two panels in relief 
show the general, during a battle, at the 
head of a column of infantry; and on the 
reverse side, a fierce battle between troops.

Chinese Theater» atut TheatrieaU. 


A Chinese theater is a thing of smells 
«fid a howl forever. 
At least that was 
fhc impression I ri'ceived after endnr- 
iag the fetid atmosphere and the nn- 
Iballowed din of one of these qurious 
jp!*cee of amiisement for two or three 
Jkhob, writes a Los Angeles, Cal., cor- 
respondent of a Chicago paper. 
The 
^theater was a largo whitewashed barn- 
üke looking structure, entirely without 
finish, inside or out, situated in the 
lower part of the city back of China- 
town. 


As the performance 
begins at 7 
o'clock and lasts to any hour between 
12 and 3, we did not seek to be present 
s t the opening act; and, ugain, from a 
liaancial standpoint it is l)etter to go at 
S later hour, for the prices steadily de- 
crease from the lime of opening till 
after midnight, and you will be none 
Éíie less v/i.se on ac(;ount of the delay. I 
inquired of an old peddler who comes 
to the villa quito frequently what were 
thse terms of admission, and received the 
following answer: 


^'Blegin sellem o'clock; elly man alle 
fiaxnee four bit (50 cents); eight o'clock, 
th«lly-five cent; nine o'clock, two bit; 
*Iellum o'clock, 
fifteen 
cent; tlelve 
o'clock, ten cent; one o'clock, elly one 
üee; alie samee—nolle cost elly thing— 
alle aamee, heap fun!" 


My friend and I decided on the "two- 
bit" hour, and accca'dingly at 9 o'clock 
iSiade our way to the unsavory quarter 
-«There the building is located. 
As we 
^descended the hilly street leading from 
the plaza to the theater unearthly 
«oauds like a night throat-splitting ef- 
fort at recitative in some barbaric 
opera, accompanied by a wild blast of 
d^cordant horns and the clang of 
1»azen symbals, floated up to us on the 
isight air as a faint foretaste of what 
was to come. 


As I have said, the interior was rough 
«nd unfinished. 
There was a rude gal- 
lerj at the back and on either side, 
running forward as far as the stage. In 
the 
aide galleries, well to tlie front, 
"wete the private boxes, looking for all 
^ E world like DO many grain bins,those 
-on one side being for ladies, on the 
, other for men. 
No women sit down in 
•the body of the house. 
The seats were 
irnde benches, both with and without 
Liacks. 
On these the audience sat, 
foi2Kged,or squatted, as the spirit moved 
Uiesn, and a more motley crowd could 
;iiardly be imagined. 
Smoking is al- 
jHOst universal, the air being redolent 
and 1 due witli the vapors of ciheap cigar- 
• ett(^, cigars, and opinm. 
Through this 
.hn,ze can bo seen the yrnder of nar- 
<sotics as he quietly picks his way in and 
oat among the crowd disposing of his 
•SF&res, while tlie infernal braying of 
the orchestra makes it impossible to 
hear the shuffling about that is con- 
. tinually going on. 


The.stage is open, without curtain or 
gceuety, and devoid of everything in 
the shape of properties, with the ex- 
ception of a table or two, some chairs, 
and a makeshift screen; at the back sit 
. ¡í&e seven members of the orchestra, 
. aU. fiosioking and each seemingly en- 
^Scavoring to drown the others out. 
Their instruments consists of a fiddle 
-with one string, Avhich makes a sound 
similar to that emitted by two cats 
when they clinch; two horns ditto; a 
pair of enormous cymbals which arc no 
tinklers, for every time they come to- 
gether one i.s lifted bodily six inches 
ifroaoL his seat; a bra/.en gong su.spended 
,-fircm the ceiling by a wire, which is 
potmded vigorously as the action be- 
comes more impassioned; two or three 
4warf banjos and a species of kittle- 
drnm made of wood and snake skin. 


• Their arc no divisions of their plays 
"into acts, but fro:n the beginning to the 
4dose, whatev(;r a(;tiou is 
going on, 
«whether the scenc represents a battle, 
tile hush of midnight, or desert soli- 
tude, the orchestra, like Tennyson's 
hrook^ goes on forever, making the air 
thick with sound. 
Above the stage Ls 
a deep recess, gorgeous with yellow and 
red, in which and before which lights 
are burning. 
Deep within this box re- 
aides the joss, who is supposed to take 
as much interest in the play over which 
lie presides as his worshipers below. 
The actors make their entrance thresh 


doorway hung with a crimson curtain 
at the back and to the right of the 
stage, and their exits through one 
to the left. 
Above each doorway is no- 
tioes in Chinese characters, which, in- 
deed, can be posted up everywhere on

We arrived in time to behold the

graous in this. 
Indeed, they let their 
imaginations carry them over many 
dead points, as it were. 
For instance, 
there being no scenery, whenever it is 
desired to represent a change of scene 
all the actors move together part of the 
stage or else promenade around two or 
three times, it depending altogether 
whether they wish to represent the 
action as changing from one room of a 
house to another or to a distant prov- 
ince. 
If you see an actor suddenly 
swing one leg out like a ballet girl it 
indicates he has mounted a horse.

Sufficient iinto the 
day is the evil thereof." He exempli- 
fied all this in His own blessed life. 
How did He observe this rule ? In any 
hard, Pharisaical manner ? 


Was to-morrow an utter blank in His 
thought ? We cannot suppose this, for

Jesus lived upon earth, a man in all His 
experiences, interested in human pur- 
suits, and full of His official work to l)e 
accomplished at Jerusalem.

JX LEY DEN, UOLLASD, 


Tourists are rare in Ley den, and 
when one passes along the old Breede 
Straat he is regarded as curiously as if 
he were a surrivor of the Spanish siege. 
Shopkeepers crane over their counters 
or rush to their doors, and many a rosy 
Dutch face peeps from between the 
voluminous curtains as the traveler 
passes by. The people in the streets 
stare too ; but there are very few of 
them, and at high noon in Leyden you 
may walk through street after street 
and meet perhaps two pedestrians, plus 
an occasional dog-carriage loaded with 
queer loaves of bread or other small 
merchandise. 
The Dutch care but 
little for walking exercise. 
The rare 
foot-falls echo along the stony streets 
with a startling metallic ring which 
seems as incongruous aa a sudden ex- 
}dosion of sound in a chamber of the 
dead. 
The most interesting and char- 
acteristic portions of Leyden lie along 
the green-watered canal and the sluggish 
offshoots of the Old Rhine, which cut 
up the city into half a hundred islands. 
Here the silence and vacancy are com- 
plete and oj^pressive. It is hard to re- 
sist the impression that the inhabitants 
are mourning 
some dire 
calamity, 
such as that terrible explosion which 
laid a great slice 
of 
the 
Rapen- 
berg in ruins eighty years ago. 
Here 
and there an empty 
and deserted 
barge is moored to the bank ; but upon 
some of the canals the green-scummed 
water is unbroken. 
Between the pav- 
ing-stones the grass sprouts pertin- 
aciously, and here and there a wide 
])iece of unfrequented 
pavement is 
slii)pery with the velvet slime of moss. 
The dreamful man, with a hatred for 
the clattej* of civilization, would find 
a house upon a Leyden canal a haven 
of |>erfect peace. 
Of a rich deep red, 
pleasantly sliaded by limes and planes, 
with great wide entrance-halls paved 
with black and wliite lozenges and 
l-arge panelled rooms looking out upon 
prime little Dutch gardens, the canal- 
side houses are very inriting. 
Many 
of them are of enormous size—vast 
echoing mansions empty or half-fnr- 
nished —once the houses of merchant 
princes at the time when all the south 
Holland cities were proud and rich, 
and Anistordiim was the warehouse oi 
Europe, the mart of the world, and 
the banker of the Indies. Wide sweeps 
of stone steps led up to some of these 
old mansions, nearly 
as large und 
jiandsome as palaces. 
Nothing ooi^ld 
be quieter than these dreamy canals. 
The dip of an oar can be heard from 
end to end ; the splash of a stone thrown 
by a small Hollander of ten, who re- 
moves his pipe for a moment wliile he 
throws, breiiks tlie stillness so sud- 
denly that the str.anger starts at the 
sound. 


A LI y J.y G ISJ.ASIJ. 


The alligator is not in any way an at- 
tractive animal. 
On the contrarv, it is 
about as repellent in looks and dispo- 
sition as any living creature very well 
can bo. 
And yet in one respect, at 
least, it is to be envied: It can go 
through life without ever needing a 
dentist, unless it be to eat him ; for it 
never keeps its teeth long enough to 
give them any chance to decay, or ache, 
or got out of order in any way. When 
an alligator's tooth is worn out or bro- 
ken, or in need of any kind of rejiair, it 
drops out, and, behold Î a new one is 
ready to take its place. But I hardly 
need say that the alligator""« teeth are a 
joy only to itself. 


Another peculiarity of the alligator 
is its ability to sleep. 
Like other rep- 
tiles, it is so cold-blooded that it likes 
warmth and hates cold. It needs water, 
too, and as the dry season and the cool 
seafion come on together in Florida, 
there is a double reason why the 
Florida alligator should go into winter 
quarters. 
It buries itself in the mud 
after the manner of its kind and settles 
down for a long nap. 


Sometimes it happens that grass and 
quiciv-growing shrubs spring up on the 
back of this torpid animal. 
As a rule 
these are all shaken or washed off when, 
with the first warm rains, the alligator 
rouses itself and makes for the water; 
but occasionally, for some reason, the 
mud clings and with it the plant-growth, 
so tliat when the half-awakened crea- 
ture slides into the water and floats oft 
it looks like a floating island. 


In one such instance, a plover was so 
deceived as to build its nest in the 
plant-growth on the alligator's back. 
The liring island so freighted floated 
slowly down the stream until it was no- 
ticed by a party of boys who were out 
fishing. They saw the plover rise from 
the little island, and suspecting a nest 
to be there, they gave up their fishing 
and rowed out to it. 


They never suspected the nature of 
the island until they had bumped their 
boat rather rudely into it once or twice, 
and so vexed the alligator that it opened 
its huge mouth with a startling sudden- 
ness that brought a chorus of yells from 
the nest-robbers, and sent them off in a 
fit mood to sympathize with the plover, 
which was fluttering about and crying 
piteonsiy at the raid upon its nest.

In England pantaloons are called 
trousers, never pants; suspenders are 
called braces; a sack-coat is a jacket, 
and undershirt, a Jersey and a vest; 
and a vest a waistcoat—pronounced, by 
the by, a wescut 
The game of bil- 
liards furnishes some curious variances 
of expression: A shot is called a stroke, 
a run a brake, and a carom a canon. 
Then crackers are biscuits and biscuits 
rolls. 
Crackers in England are what 
are called snapping mottf es in America. 
Sirup and molasses are both known as 
treacle; a pie (of fruit) is a tart, a sugar- 
bowl is a sugar-basin, a stoop is a porch, 
and an entry a hall; a pitcher is a jug, 
and a bureau a chest of drawers; a cane 
is a walking-stick, an overcoat a great 
coat, a checkrein a bearing-rein. Reins 
are never called lines, and a coachman 
is never called a driver. 
Every store 
is a shop; a fruit store is a fruiterer's, a 
hardware store an iron-monger's, a dry 
goods store a draper's or haberdasher's, 
a drug store a chemist's, and a vege- 
table store a green-grocer's; coal is in- 
variably called coals, calico, 
print; 
thread, cotton, and a spool a reel. 
A 
frock c»at is never called a Prince 
Albert, nor is a high hat a stove-pipe. 
Rare meat is always under-done, and 
the stubs of a check book are the coun- 
terfoils. 
Sleeve-buttons are cuff-links, 
and shirt-cuffs wristbands. 
Mush is 
porridge. 
A balky horse is a jibbing 
horse, %nd to balk is to jib. 
A cigar- 
store is a tobacconist's. 
Beets (cooked) 
are beet-root; the german (dance; is 
always called cotillion. 
A stem-winder 
is a keyless Avatch, and beer (at bars) 
bitter. 
Of course, in this I except lager 
beer, which is now in such great vogue 
in England. 
The lingo in railways dif- 
fers wonderfully. 
Railroad is railway; 
the track is the line, and the rails the 
metals; the cars are the train; to switch 
is to shunt; a tui'uout is a siding; a lo- 
comotive is always an engine, an en- 
gineer a driver, and a fireman a stoker. 
The conductor is the guard, a car a 
carriage, baggage luggage, a baggage- 
car a luggage van, a freight train a 
a goods train. 
A depot is a terminus 
or a station, and a switch-tender a 
pointsman or signal man. 
Sick is al- 
ways ill, for sick in England means sea- 
sick. 
A good-natured person is never 
called clever, nor is a clever person 
over called smart. Smart in England 
means well and neatly drcissed, and the 
word is also applied to what is well and 
properly done 
in 
fastiionable life. 
Smart liveiies, a siaart carriage, etc,, 
are frequent expressions. 
Homely is 
plai]i. 
Now for a few samples iu sjiell- 
ing. 
The following words are always 
spelled 
thus: 
Labour, 
neighbour, 
honour, barbour, favour, etc. The only 
ex(;ei>tion is governor, where the u is 
dro])2)ed. 
Check 
n)ank) is spelled 
choiiue, and the plural of sccvvf, scarves. 


The manner of taking a railway ticket 
in England is peculiar to England. 
You go to the "booking" officc, by 
which name the ticket-ollice is called, 
and say you are going from London to 
Leeds, you say: "One, first, single, 
Leeds." 
That is to say, you want one 
iirst-class ticket for a journey to Leeds. 
You can, of course, alter the class to 
"second" or "third," if you so wish, and 
say two or three, or any number ac- 
eoreliug to the number of tickets you 
want. 
If you want a return ticket you 
simply say return instead of single. In 
taking a ticket to London you never 
mention London. 
I don't suj)pose 
there is anything that would more 
quickly disclose a foreigner than that. 
Every railway line rmining into Lon- 
don has a terminal station known by 
some special name. 
Thus the South- 
western liave 
Waterloo, the North- 
western Euston, 
the 
Midland "St. 
Pancras," the Southeastern "Charing 
CIross," the London, Brighton 
and 
South Coast, " Victoria," and the Great 
Western "Paddington." 
So that when 
you ask for your ticket you simply say 
"Waterloo," "St. Pancras," etc., in- 
stead of Loudon. Cabmen only need 
the name of the station to know where 
to drive you tc. 
Just say "Victoria," 
"Paddington," or any other you may 
wish to go to, and that's all "cabby" 
wants.

IN TBtS TBNNBSEE MOUNTAINS. 
Considering the date of Che first 
settlements in this part of the Tennes- 
see Mountains, the abundance of game 
is certainly remarkable. 
At the head- 
waters of Hesse's Creek, not more than 
five miles from Montvale, deer are 
still killed every year. 
Turkeys are 
still seen in flocks of a dozen or rnore, 
and the meat market is almost over- 
stocked with similar game. 
Hunting 
parties often leave Montvale in a south- 
easterly direction to the valley of the 
Little 
Tennessee, 
where, in a half 
day's climb, pedestrian experts can 
reach a surprising wilderness of laurel 
and spruce pines, ranging up beyond 
the border of North Carolina, through 
a mountain 
labyrinth, 
where one 
squatter per six square miles is about 
the average of the permanent popula- 
tion. Less ambitious tourists arrange 
a picnic to "Lookout Rock," on the 
apex of the Chilhowees. A well-graded 
wagon-road crosses the ridge at a gap 
some thousand yards west of the rock, 
and cautious drivers can follow the 
backbone of the range for another 
quarter of a mile, and reduce the pe- 
destrian problem to a short escalade of 
the summit cliffs. The rock is a mass- 
ive ledge of granite, forming the un- 
disjnited pinnacle of the wilderness of 
bowlders 
piled in 
chaotic masses 
along the watershed of the ridge, and 
comman<ls a panorama comj^rising the 
main range of the Unakas from the 
headwaters of the Tellico to the canon 
of the French Board, on the whole the 
loftiest unbroken mountain chain of 
that length bet'.veen the Atlantic and 
the Mississippi. 
Hero also the state- 
liest summit of the entire Appalachian 
mountain system, Clingman's Dome, 
with its symmetrical peak and its mag- 
nificent pedestal of forest hills, looms 
grandly abot'e the cloudlaud of the 
northeastern horizon, and on clear days 
a good telescope may reveal the out- 
line of "Snowliird," and the treeless 
summits of "Thunder Head" and "Jef- 
frey's Bald," all considerably above the 
Alpine level cf five thousand feet. 


The view can, indeed, be matched 
against the 
finest 
prospect 
of the 
European highlands, and it may stand 
a mooted question if the strange ab- 
sence of lakes is not more than com- 
pensated by the magnificent wealth of 
the arboreal vegetation. It is well 
known that a squai-e mile of North 
American woodlands contains about tivo 
times as many different species of 
forest trees as any part of Eui-ope, 
under a corresj)onding isotherm, and 
it may well be doubted if the entire 
temperate zone of the Old World can 
ofl'er a forest landscape remotely com- 
parable to the prospect from Lookoirt 
Bock on a bright October day, when 
hundreds 
of different leaf-tints are 
modified by as many different com- 
binations of light and shade, not to 
nn^ntion the magic chromatics of the 
remoter 
highlands, 
where distance 
blends its hues with the haze of the 
far-oiVhorizon.—Pro/. FelicL. Oawald, 
iyi Soiiihern.

THE CHRISTMAS JÜBILBE 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage's Ser- 
mon at the Taber- 
nacle. 


An Eloquent Discourse on tho Nativity of 
Christ—Tlie Oft'ering.s of the Three Shep- 
herds Were Significant of Jesus' Inher- 
itance. 
BROOKLYN, December 26.—The Eev. T. 
De Witt Talmage. D. D., preached in the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle this evening on the 
subject: 
"The Christian 
Jubilee." 
A 
special programme of music was rendered 
by the artists of the church, and the con- 
gregational singing was inspiriting. 
The 
opening hymn begins: 


Ji>y to tho world 1 the king is oome : 
Let earth reccive her king. 


Dr. Talmage's text was St. Matthew iu 
9: "When they had heard tbe king they de- 
parted; and lo! tbe star which they saw in 
tne east went belore them, till it came and 
etood where the young child was." 
The 
preacher said: 


At this season all Christendom celebrates 
the birth of Christ. 
Step down out of 
your comfortable surroundinss into the 
chill December night of Bethlehem. 
Two 
plain people are hoteled in a village barn 
after n walk of eighty miles, too long a 
trml;^^ : . i uue in poor health. 
No lords of 
stale awaiting in antechamber, as when 
other kings are born. 
No messengers 
mounted at the doorway ready to herald 
tbe event from city to city. 
No medical 
skill in attendance. 
No satin-lined cradle 
to receive its infantile guest. 
But a mon- 
arch born in the hostelry called the House 
of Chimham; the night, with diamonded 
finger, 
pointing down to tho place; the 
door of heaven set wide open to look out; 
from orchestral batons ot light, dripping 
the oratorios of the ilessiah; on lowest 
doorstep of heaven tbe iniustrols discours- 
ing of glory and good-will. 


Soon after the white-bearded astrolo,gists 
kneel, and from leather pouch chink the 
shekels, and from open sucks exhale tbe 
frankincense and rustle out the bundles 
of myrrh. 
The loosened star; the escaped 
doxoiogy of celestials; the chill December 
night atlush with ^May morn; our world a 
lost star, and another star rusbiug down the 
sky that night to beckon tbe wunderer 
home again, shall yet muke all nations 
keep Christmas. 


Are there no n'>w 
not yet hackneved 
yes! 
Now, in the 


lessons from the siory 
by oft r lieutiil? 
Oh, 
tirst pla''t', it was a 
sidereal a^ peaniiice that led the waj'. 
So, 
the star which ihey saw in the east went 
before them. 
Why not a black cloud in 
the shape of a hand or a tìnger poiutiug 
down to tbe sacrtd bir hplace? 
A cloud 
means trouble, and the world had Had 
trouble enough. 
Why not a shaft of light- 
ning quivering and ila-hiug and siriking 
down to the sacred birihpbice'i' 
Li^btuing 
means destruction, a shuttering and con- 
suming power, and the world wanted no 
more destruction. 


But it was a star, and that meaus joy, 
that means hope, that meaus good cheer, 
that means ascendency. 
A star! 
That 
means creative power, for did not the morn- 
ing stars sing together when the portfolio 
of the worlds was opened? 
A star! 
That 
means de:ense, for did not the stars fij^ht 
in their course against Sisera, and for the 
Lord's people? 
A star! 
That meaus Ijril- 
liant continuance, for are not the right' ous 
to shine as the stars forever and ever? A 
Bhirl 
That means the opening of eternai 
joy. The day star in the heart. The morn- 
ing star of the Kedt emer. 


The 
unusual appearances that night 
have been a strange conjunction of worlds. 
As the transit of Venus was foretold many 
years ago by astronomers, and astronomers 
can tell whit will be the conjunction of 
Vcrlds a thousand years from now, so they 
can calculate backward, and even miidel 
astronomers have been compelled to testify 
that about the year 1 there was a very 
unusual appearance in the heavens. 
The 
Chinese record, of course entirely inde- 
pendt-nt 
of 
the 
word of 
God, gives 
as a matter of history that about the 
year 1 there was a strange and unac- 
countable appearance in the heavens. 
But 
it may have been a meteor such as you and 
I have seen ilash in the horizon. 
Only a 
few years ago I saw in the western sky a 
star shoot aud fall with such brilliancy and 
precision that if I had been on a hill as 
high as that of Bethlehem on which the 
shepherds stood, I could have marked 
within a short distance the place of the 
alighting. 
The University of Iowa and the 
British Museum have specimens of mete- 
oric stones pick- d up in the fields, frag- 
ments flung off from other worlds, leaving 
a fiery trail on the sky. 
So that it is not to 
me at all improbable, the stellar or meteoric 
appearance on that night of which we 
speak. 
I only care to know that it was 
bright, that it was silvery, that it flashed, 
and swayed, and swung, and halted wit) 
joy celestial, as though Christ, in haste to 
save our world, had rushed down without 
His coronet, and the angels of God had 
hurled it after Him! Not a black cloud of 
threat, but a bright star of hope is our g\o- 
rious Christianity. 
One glimpse of tba!. 
stellar appearance kindled up the soul of 
the sick aud the dying college student, un- 
til the words flashed from his pale tingers, 
and the star seemed to pour its light from 
his white lips, as Kirke White wrote these 
immortal words: 


When inai'thaled on the nightly plain, 
The glittering hosts beatnd the sky, 


One star aloue of all the train 
Can fix the sinnor'a wiiudoring eye. 


Hark haik ! to Grod the chorus breaks 
From evory host, from every gem, 


But one aloue, the Favior, speaks, 
It is the Star of Bethlohem. 


Once on tho ragint; seap I rode, 
Tlio storm was louil, the night was dark. 


And r' deiy blow the gusty wind 
That t. ssed my fouudering bark ; 


Deep hon or then my vitals froze, 
Deatlistriick, I ceased tho tide to stem ; 


When HUildonly a star axcse. 
It was tho t.t'ar of liethlehem. 


Notice also in this scene that other 
worlds seemed to honor our Lord and 
Master. 
Bright fit»r oc the night, wheel on 
in thine orbit! "No." said the star, "I must 
come nearer, and I must tend, and I must 
watc^ and see what yon do with my Jesus." 
Another world 'hat night joined our world 
in worshipi 
That star made a bow of 
obeisiiute. 
I sometimes hear people fcilk 
of Christ's dominion as though it were to 
be merely ¡he few thousand miles of the 
world's circumùrence; but I believe the 
millions ond the billions and the quadrill- 
inhabited—if 
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ilMtrament m iy be, if then be one ley opt 
of ordet it spoils thle hsIr^ilT. And durist 
teast ni^nd tiiia key. 
He itanst restore this 
key. 
He most restore this broken stop. 
Yott know with what bleeding hand, and 
With what pierced ndd, aftd with what 
cmsbed foot, He did the work. 
Bat the 
world shall be attnned, and all worlds will 
be yet accordant. 
Isle of Wight, laj^r in 
comparison with the British Empire than 
onr island of a world as compared with 
Christ's vast domain. If not, why that 
celestial eseort? If not, why that sentinel 
with blazing badge abov« the cahivansary? 
If not, why that midnight watchman in the 
balcony of heaven? Astronomy surrendered 
that night to Christ. This planet for Christ. 
The solar system for Christ Worlds ablaze 
and worlds bnmed out—all worlds for 
Christ. 


Inten8e.st microscope cannot see the one 
side of that domain. 
Farther reaching tel- 
escope cannot find the other side of that 
domain. 
Bat I will tell yon how the nni- 
verse is bounded. 
It is bounded on the 
north and south and east and west by God, 
and that God is Christ, and that Christ is 
God, and that God is onrs. 
O, does it not 
enlarge our ideas of a Savior's dominion 
when I tell you that all the worlds are only 
sparks struck from His anvil, that all the 
worlds are only fleecy flocks following the 
one shepherd, that all the islands of light 
in immensity are one great archipelago be- 
longing to our King? 


But this scene also impresses me with 
the fact that the wise men of the east came 
to Christ. 
They were not fools, they were 
not imbeciles. 
The record distinctly says 
that the wise men came to Christ. 
We say 
they were the magi, or they were the al- 
chemists, or they were the astrologists, and 
we say it with depreciating accentuation. 
Why, they were the most splendid and 
magnificent men of the century. 
They 
were the naturalists and the scientists. 
They knew all that was known. 
You must 
remember that astrology was the mother of 
astronomy, and that alchemy was the 
mother of chemistry, and because children 
are brighter than their mother you do not 
despise the mother. 


It was the lifelong business of these 
astrologers to study the stars. 
Twenty-tvvo 
hundred and fiUy years before Christ was 
born the wise men knew the procession of 
the equinoxes, and they had calculated the 
orbit and return of the comets. 
Professor 
Smith declares that he thinks they knew 
thti distance of the earth from the sun. We 
find iu tbe Book of Job that the men of 
olden time did not suppose the world was 
flat, as some have said, but that he knew, 
and the men of his time knew, the world 
was globular. 
The pyramids were built 
for astrological and astronomical study. 


Then the alchemists spent their lives in 
the study of metals, aud gnses, and liquids, 
and solids, and in tilling the world s libr.iiy 
with their wouderful discoveries. 
They 
were vastly wise men who came from the east. 
They understood embalmment as our most 
scientific men cau not understand it. After 
the world has goue on studying hundreds 
of years, it may come to the point where 
the ancients began to forget. 
I believe the 
lost arts are as mighty as the living arts. 


They were wise men that came from the 
east, and tradition says the three wisest 
came—Caspar, a young man; Balthazar, a 
ma.i iu mid-lue; a!id .Meh hior, an orto- 
gtnanan. 
The three wisest men of all the 
century. 
They came to tbe manger. 
So it 
has always been- the wisest men come to 
Christ, the brainiest men come to the 
manger. 
Who was the greatest metaphysi- 
cian this country has ever produced? Jona- 
than Edwards,' the Christian. 
Who was 
the greatest astronomer of the world? Hor- 
scbel, the Cbristiiin. Who was the greatest 
poet ever produced?

Who was (hv wisest writer on 
law? 
IHavkstoue, the Christian. 
Why is

place for the wise men to worshit).

So Daniel V.'ebster came to the miingi-r. 
The wise men of the East followed by tbe 
wise men of the West. 


Know also in this scene that it was a win- 
ter month that God chose for His son's na- 
tivity. 
Had it been the month of 
I\lay— 
that is the season of blossoms. 
Ha t it 
been in tho month of June—that is tbe 
month of roses. Had it been iu the month 
of Juiy—that is the season of great har- 
vests.' Had it been iu the mouth of Sep- 
tember—that 13 the season of lipe orchards. 
Had it been in the 
nth of October—that 
is the season of upholstered forests. 
But 
he was bom in the month of 
December, 
when there are no flowers blooming out of 
doors, and when all the harvests that have 
not been gatheied up have perished, and 
when there are no fruits ripening on tbe hill, 
and when tbe leaves are drifted over the 
bare earth. It was in closing December that 
He was born, to show this is a Christ for 
people in sharp blast, for people under 
clouded sky, for people with frosted hopes, 
for people with thermometerbelowzt.ro, fur 
people snowed under.

On tlio lUth of May, 1(507, more than 


100 Englishmen lauded on a slightly 
nlevatcd puuinsula on the right baiiV of 
tho "Itivor Powhatau," Virginia, forty 
or fifty miles from ita mouth, chose tho 
.spot for tho eapital of a new colony, 
cleared the tree* from thn -jrouml, and 
began the building of a village, which, 
in compliment to th»ir King (James I.), 
they named Jamestown. 
They also 


gave his name to tho river. 
The spot 


is more (if an island than a peninsula, 
for the mai-ihy isthmus that connects 
it with thi) main land in often covered , 
with water. Tho Kev. Robert Hunt, ! 
tho pastor of the colony, preached a 
eeriuon and invoked the blessings of 
Gotl upon, the undertaking. Then, in 
the warm sunshine, and among tlio 
filmdowy woods and tho delicious per- 
fume of flowers, the .sound of the metal 
ftio was tirst hoard in Virginia.' The 
first tree was felled for a dwelling on 
tho flpot first nettled, permanently, by 
Englishmen in America. 


The Indians were at first hostile, and 


the settlement built a stockade. Their 
first church cdilico there waa very sim- 
ple. 
"When I first went to Virginia," 


says Capt. Smith, "I well remember

Tho game of bil- 


liards furnishes some curious variances 
of expression : A shot is called a stroke, 
a run a brake, and a carom a canon, 
Then crackers aro binouits and biscti ts 
rolls. Crackers iu England uro what 
are called snapping motttesiu America. 
Sirup and molasses (ire both known as 
treacle; a pie fof fruit) in & tart, asiigar- 
bowl is a sugar-basin, fi stoop ia a porch, 
nnd an entry a hall; a pitcher is a jug, 
and a bureau a che^t of drawers; a cane, 
is a walking- stick, an overcoat a yrcat 
coitt, a chock rein a bearing-rein. Kerns 
art: never called lines, and a coachman 
is never called a driver. Every store 
is a shop ; a fruit store is a fruiterer's, a 
hardware store an iron-monger's, a dry 
goods store a draper's or haberdasher's, 
a drug store a chemist'H, and a vege- 
table storn a green-grocer's ; coal is in- 
variably called coals, calico, 
print; 


(broad, cotton, and a spool a reel. A 
frock ceat is nover called a Triuco 
Albert, nor i* a high hat a stove-pipe. 
Rare meat is always under-done, and 
tho stubs of a chock book are tho coun- 
terfoils. 
Sleeve-buttons aro cuff-links, 


and shirt-cuffs wriatbmuls. 
Muah is 


porridge. 
A balky horse is & jibbing 


horse, lud to balk is to jib. 
A cigar- 


store is a tobacconist's. Beets (cool:ed) 
ore beet-root ; tho pennon (dance) is 
always called cotillion. A stem-winder 
is a keyless watch, and beer (at bars) 
bitter. Of course, in this I except lager 
beer, which is now in such groat vogue 
iu England. 
The lingo iu ruihvuyH dif- 


fers wonderfully. 
Itatlrnnd is railway; 


tho track is tho line, and the rail? the 
mutals ; the cars aro the train ; to switch 
is to filmnt; a turnout is a siding; a lo- 
comotive is always an engine, au en- 
gineer a driver, and a firomnu a slolrpr. 
Tho conductor is the guard, a car 
wm-inge, baggage luggngo, a baggage 
cur a fug;;a;je van, u freight (ruin 
a goods train.
